John Roberts, VAM expert and ANACS attribu- 
tor, said counterfeiters have been picking on Ameri¬ 
can coins since before the Revolution. Quality 
ranges from good enough to fool experts to so bad 


it could only be passed in a dark bar. 

The 1896 micro O, 1900 micro O and 1902 micro 0 
silver dollars passed easily in commerce for decades 
and were widely but not universally accepted by coin 
collectors as genuine, Roberts said. That changed in 
2005 when PCGS determined that all three dates used 
the same reverse die and that die was based on a hub 
that wasn’t used before 1900. 

The coins are still highly prized by collectors, he 
said. Perhaps, more so than genuine coins. 

Roberts showed fakes strack from cmdely made 
hand-cut dies and a brass Peace dollar. “Fm guessing 
it (the brass dollar) came from the bartender and went 
to the drank customer,” Roberts said.
